The 13- 
months would account for 364 days 
in the year. The 365th day would

Leap Day, February 29, would be 
inserted as June 29 every fourth 
year. Under the new calendar all na¬ 
tional holidays would be celebrated 
on Monday.

to disintegrate. Therefore the radio 
activity of a pure radium prepara¬ 
tion continues for an average of 2,- 
500 years, and when it can disinteg¬ 
rate or break down no further it ejds 
its days, so to speak, as a lump of 
lead. 

This wonderful element occurs in 
small quantities in certain mineral 
deposits, of which the richest are in 
the Belgian Congo. 

In its metallic state, radium is a 
pure white metal which changes 
quickly when exposed to air and re¬ 
acts with water. Hence, for curative 
purposes, it is always prepared and 
used in the form of a salt, usually 

bromide of radium. 

?he use of radium as a curative 
agent was discovered by accident. A 
French scientist put some tubes con¬ 
taining radium in his pocket and car¬ 
ried them about with him for some' 
days, when he discovered that his 
skin was burnt. This suggested the 
use of radium radiations to kill cer¬ 
tain living cells or tissues considered 
harmful to m a n. But medical reports 
on these results were confusing:. Ac¬ 
curate details of the nature of the 
disease treated, the method of appli¬ 
cation, and the dosage used were 
lacking. Doctors could not with con¬ 
fidence recommend its use, so it fell 
Into disrepute. 

Then the Medical Research Coun¬ 
cil took the matter up and made an 
extended and co-ordinated Inquiry 
into t*ie medical uses of radium, es¬ 
pecially in cancer and kindred dis¬ 
eases. The results of their work are 
to be seen in the vastly improved 
methods of applying radium today.

Oldest Naval Officer Oil Active

How the oldest naval officer on ac¬ 
tive service deceiyed enemy subma¬ 
rines with dummy battleships while j 
the real ships were actively engaged 
hundreds of miles away is recalled 
by the death of Captain W. B. 
Forbes, R.N., of Quenington, Glouces¬ 
tershire. 

When the war broke oiit Captain 
Forbes, who was 69, was living in re¬ 
tirement in Ireland. He volunteered 
for active service and was given 
command of a dummy ship called ] 
“No. 6,” stationed in Lock Ewe. 

In 1915, when in his 70th year, he 
was given command of a fleet of 
dummy battleships in the Aegean. He 
sailed in a reproduction of H.M.S. ] 
Tiger, called “No. 1 14,” with three] 
other cleverly designed dummies. 

These queer craft appeared off 
Gallipoli in the early Inonths of 1915, 
dodging and deceiving enemy subma¬ 
rines.

“CROWS NEST AND WHY” 

Under the above caption there hai 
appeared in the Lethbridge Herald 
considerable correspondence concern- j 
ing the origin of the name given to 
|^he striking dome-shaped mountain j 
which stands out as the “Sentinel of 
the Pass.” Recently Maclean’s Maga- 
published a very interesting ar¬ 
ticle, by a well-known Canadian writ¬ 
er, but apparently the reason given 
for naming Crows Nest Mountain was 
wide of the mark. Though there have 
been various stories of massacres by 
Crow Indians and other stories foun¬ 
ded mainly on tradition, none of these 
were given much credence by the 
early explorers, including Captain 
Palliser, a/ter whom the famous C.p. I 
Pi hotel in Calgary was named. The 
Geographic Board of Canada has the 
authentic records of why Crows 
Nest Mountain was so named, and 
though most people like to associate 
with savage Indians and massacres, 
the preponderance of historical evi¬ 
dence seems to be that the name is 
derived from the fact that it was a 
nesting place for crows. 

In any event, no matter if it is from 
Indian massacres or from just com¬ 
mon crqws that this beautiful moun¬ 
tain receives its name, it does hot de¬ 
tract from its dominance and awe¬ 
inspiring nature.

Cut in slices, and place, cut 
side up, in buttered muffin-pans. 
Sprinkle with remaining sugar, and 
bate in a hot oven. When small and 
dainty, these are good for afternoon 
tea. 


Brings Trophy To Canada 

Joe Wright, Toronto, Wins Diamond 
Sculls At Henley 

For the second time in history the 
Diamond Sculls, premier event for 
the supremacy of amateur scullers 
in the world, was won by a Cana¬ 
dian, when Joe Wright, of the Argo¬ 
naut Rowing Club, Toronto, defeated 
R. Y. Lee, of Worcester College, Ox¬ 
ford, in the final heat by a full length. 

In avenging his unlucky defeat of 
1927, the 21-year-old Argonaut scul¬ 
ler will take the premier amateur 
singles diadem to Canada for 
first time since 1904 when Lou 
Scholes, of Toronto, won the. honor. 

The Torontonian from whom vic¬ 
tory was snatched by a misfortune 
in last year’s final against I^ee, ac¬ 
complished his revenge 42 seconds 
faster than Lee’s time last year, 
when the Canadian craft met disas¬ 
ter 10 feet from the finishing point. 

Ever since Wright’s defeat in 1927, 
when he showed his superiority over 
Lee only to lose the race when his 
oar became entangled in a punt rope 
when he wus within a few strokes of 
triumph, the Argo sculler had ex¬ 
pressed his determination to vindi¬ 
cate himself. It was his hope tJUat 
the draw would keep Lee and him¬ 
self in different halves so that they 
would be enabled to become pitted 
against each other in the final race. 

Captain Lou Scholes, of Toronto, 
was the only other Canadian to win 
the Henley singles classic, winning] 
the event in 1904. Wright is the 
of Joe* Wright, Sr., who acted as his 
coach, and Who was a famous 
sculler in his younger days. 
Wright, Sr., now an alderman in 
Toronto, was formerly a rowing coach 
at several universities in the U.S.

English Railway’s Method of Know¬ 
ing Where Tracks Need 
Attention 

A mysterious train -travels on the 
main lines of the Great Western 
Railway, England, and yet it does 
not appear -in any time-tables, and 
never stops to pick up passengers. 

Its duty is to search for bumps on 
the permanent way, and runs are 
'made from Haddington and Newport. 
The coaches consist of rolling stock 
of various kinds, fitted with differ¬ 
ent bogies. 

An observer stands over each 
bogle, and when he feels the slight¬ 
est jolt he releases a splash of white-' 
wash on the track as a guide that 
the spot needs attention. Various 
colored washes are used, such 
green, red, white, blue and yellow, I 
each signifying different kind of 
bogie. 

A. machine in the back of the 
train makes a graph of all the jolts, 
and on the return journey stops are 
made to examine the line where 
wash has been dropped. Experts 
then take measurements and notes 
for future repairs.

This news, coupled with the news 
from Moscow, that two Italians, 
Mariano and Zappl, had been rescued 
after 43 days of wandering on Arctic 
Ice and the body of Dr. Malmgren 
had been recovered, constituted the 
most successful day of rescue oper¬ 
ations since the dirigible Italia crash¬ 
ed May- 25, after a flight over the 
North Pole. 

Battling her way through a desert 
of broken ice cakes, the Krassin 
pushed her nose to the point far off 
Northeast Land where a tiny tent 
painted red marked the camp of four 
members of the crew of the wrecked 
polar dirigible Italia. 

The starved, frantic men who had 
battled starvation and freezing tem¬ 
perature since May .25 were taken 
aboard, it was announced in advices 
from Rome. 

The second group sighted was be¬ 
lieved to be the daring men who 
. set out by dog sled to aid the strand¬ 
ed Italia crew and were lost. It was 
believed this latter party was that 
commanded by Captain 3ora, an ex¬ 
plorer, who set out with two com¬ 
panions. * f 

The Krassin ploughed her way to 
the Viglieri group in a sensational 
climax to the day's work. Five kilo¬ 
metres from he rgoal^he radioed to 
Virgo Bay that she had sighted a 
group of men, waving frantically. 
(Probably the Sora group.) 

The Russian ship at the time was 
passing nearly the exact spot where 
the Italia crashed - on May 25, killing 
one of her crew, injuring two serious¬ 
ly, and drifting away in a stiff wind 
with six men aboard.
